PEACE RIVER STEAMER 


NEW H. B. BLOCK FOR ED- 
MONTON 


Hudson Bay Co. Commission- 
er Greatly Impressed With 


Edmonton. 


Mr. C. C, Chipman, Commissioner of 
the Hudson’s Bay Company, who has 
been in Edmonton for the past few 
days, in connection with the com- 
pany’s business, informs the Bulletin 
that the company has now made final 
arrangements for a steamer for the 
Peace river. The steamer’ will be a 
stern wheeler of the latest approved 
type, and will have, besides carrying 
capacity for freight, am upper deck 
throughout the whole length for pas- 
senger | accommodation. Captain 
Johnstone, who has been in command 
for many years of the company’s 
British Columbia river steamers, will 
superintend the construction. 

Mr. Chipman, during his visit, has 
also had in view the enlargement of 
the company’s business premises here, 
and said it was not uniikely that the 
town will have, in the near future, 
3 Hudson’s Bay building in every res-- 
pect worthy of the town and of the 
company’s immense business. 

Thc building in progress and the 
crowte o. the town since Mr. Cnip- 
mav’s lasc visit has greatly impressed 
him, and he thinks that Edmonton has 
a future before it which should equal 
the expec"ations of the most sanguine. 


RAILWAY SURVEYS 


Edmonton is at present the chief 
centre ot activity in the West in 
railway surveys, Al three companies 
are actively at work, but none of 
them are saying anything, Last year, 
as is well known, the C. Ny R, com- 
pleted the survey of their through 
4ine from Grand View, to Edmonton 
and surveyed tnree branches radiating 
from Edmonton westerly, northwest- 
erly and northerly. The S..£6 
surveyed a line easterly from Edmon- 
ton to Saskatoon, following much the 
same route as the C.N.R. Both com- 
panies have had parties in the field 
continuously since. 

Mr. MoFariane, of the C. N. R., has 
just completed the survey of a line 
from Hobbema easterly, paralleling 
the C. N.°R, main line to Battleford. 
This survey is no aoubt made under 
the provisions of the Battieford and 
Lake Lenore railway charter, which 
was secured from pariiament two ses- 
sions ago. 

The C. P. R, secured a charter, from 
parliament at ite last session tor the 
eccnstruction of 100 miles of railway 
easterly {rom Wetaskiwin. The route 
was surveyed lest year by the C. & 
E. Company, and no doubt the recent 
large deliveries of rails at Wetaski- 
win is with a view of the C. P. ®R, oc- 
cupying the ground covered by that 
charter in advance of the prospective 
operations of the Cc. N. R, under their 
Battleford and Lake Lenore charter 
to Hobbema. 

The C. P. R. have had asurvey party 
in the field all summer in the coun- 
try east of Edmonton. Apparently 
they have decided not to take the line 
surveyed last winter, which closely 
followed the C. N. R, line, andj whieh 
pessed around the north end of the 
Beaver Hills. Thay have surveyed 
directly through the Hills, on and 
near the 14th pase line, which would 
carry their line past the north end of 
Beaver Lake. The party is now at 
work surveying the ground through 
the hills a second time and is work- 
ing westerly towards Kdmonton. The 
Cc. P. R, have no charter at present 
for the construction of @ fine over this 
route, but they may possibly be able 
to build under some ot the very wide 
provisions of their origina! charter.

PROVINCIAL AUTONOMY 
(Continued From Thursday's Daily). 

Mr. OLIVER. it is of no advantage 
to the people ot tht Territories that 
they should be permitted to seli the 
jands of the ‘lerritories. If they sell 
the lands, then settlement is there- 
by deferred. If they do not sell them, 
they derive’no revenue from them. 
And, thereiore, so tar as that is con- 
cerned, they might: as well be admin- 
istered by the Dominion government 
as by themselves. It is, I may say, 
a rather coo! proposition that politi- 
ca! credit should be claimed tor an of- 
fer to permit the Northwest Terri- 
tories to control their own :ands 
when such a large portion of their 
jJands have already passed out of the 
contro! of either government, and 
when the balance of these lande are 
not being sold by the government 
which has them in hand. 

The proposition, as it has been laid 
down, simply amounts to this: We 
will give you provincial autonomy ; 
we will give you the, lands that at 
present are not being sold, and that 
the general good of the country re- 
quires shall not be sold; we will al- 
low you to go into debt to any extent 
you like; but we will not say what 
we will give you to run your govern- 
ment on; we will keep away 
that subject altogether. It seems to 
me most unfortunate that an attempt 
should be made to create a feeling of 
dissetistaction in the Northwest Ter- 
ritories, without any steps whatever 
being taken to allay the dissatisfac- 
dion thus created; without saying in 
Wey shape or form, how, tar the de- 
sires ot the people of the Northwest 
jn regard to fimancial assistance are 
to be acceded to. 

Just what these desires are it may 
be well to inform the House, and per- 
heaps some gentleman on the other 
pide will be abie to tell us how far 
they will go towards. acceding to these 
desires. I may point out that in the 
printed papers that have been placed 
before the House, the financial ques- 
tion is the essentiai point im every one 
of the arguments of Premier Havltain 
and of bis government. in his mem- 
orial of April 4th, 1903, the complaint

“Thet no sufficient response has 
been given to the repeated demands 
for fimancial assistamce necessary for 
the proper and effective administra- 


tion ot the Territories.” |
